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BUENOS AIRES. 

By Margaret Burner. 

Buenos Aires, with a population of 1,500,000, is the metropolis of 
South America. It shares with Sirfgapore the honor of being one of the 
world's most cosmopolitan cities. Situated one hundred miles from the 
mouth of the Rio de la Plata, it is, as Washington is not, a true capital. 
Literally in Argentina all roads lead to Buenos Aires, whether they be 
financial, educational, literary, social or religious. The hope of every 
provincial gentleman is to amass money enough to have a winter home 
in Buenos Aires, to send his son to the great university and his daughter 
to the convent or Lycie in Buenos Aires. The fashions and religion of 
Buenos Aires are those of Pans, but it has a haunting beauty and many 
distinctive customs all its own. It is said that when a stranger has 
learned to like mate and puchero (a peculiar kind of stew) he is lost, if 
he leaves Buenos Aires “for ever", yet he must ’•eturn. 

Since the center of the city is very old and Garay, who founded his 
little fort of Urustia Senora de los Buenos Aires in 1580, could not foresee, 
its glorious future, the streets there are very narrow, so narrow, in fact, 
that a coach, a tramcar and four pedestrians fill the whole space from 
wall to wall. Three avenues have recently been cut through the city 
which have afforded some relief to the congestion of traffic. Since there 
are no alleys, everything—carts, drays, street cars, coaches, etc.—must

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proceed in the narrow streets, so that often serious hang-ups occur, though 
the dignified little policemen do very well in handling the traffic. 

The park system, owing to the artistic sense of the Latin race, and 
also to the climate, is one of the most beautiful in the world. There 
are more than twenty parks arranged like gardens. The finest are: The 
Plaza de Mayo, which is the square laid out by the Spaniards, with the 
old Cabildo (town hall) on one side, the Cathedral on another and facing 
the avenida de Mayo and the Casa Rosada (“Pink House”, which is 
the capital building), the Paseo de la Recoleta, the Parque Lezama, 
which contains the Historical Museum, and the Parque Tus de Febrero, 
which is divided into a Bosque, like the Bois de Boulogne in Paris, where 
the fashionable world drives in the afternoon, a Botanical Gardens and 
a Zoological Gardens ornamented with statues and fountains. The 
parks are much more frequented than in American cities. On Sunday 
evenings in the summer, from eight till eleven, the Marine, Municipal 
Police and the various regimental bands play in special parks as well as 
‘ on one week night. Moving pictures, marionette shows and fireworks 
also provide entertainment. On these evenings everybody puts on his 
finest clothes and goes to the park. The young men line up along the 
sides of the walks and the girls, closely followed by fat mammas or ser¬ 
vants, walk round and round in an endless procession. Little tables 
are set under trees hung with 'electric lights and hers, over an ice Refresco 
(flavored sugar water, perhaps with soda water in, perhaps not), or a 
glass of wine or absinthe, an Argentine can spend the whole evening. 
Ice cream sodas are, however, unknown ways of wasting money. Tnough 
the girls and men cannot speak to each other, dark eyes are expressive 
and a murmured remark to one's companion may be made to reach other 
ears. 

Carnival in Buenos Aires, though it has lost much of its former 
splendor, still is the excuse for masked balls in all the theaters and halls 
and nightly processions of coaches filled with maskers file in an endless 
chain between rows of boxes set up and rented for the occasion. The 
unwary stranger must beware of going out during the carnival days in 
his good clothes, for he will certainly return home wet to the skin, for 
it is the time of the small boy and the mischievous girl, who are licensed 
to throw water to their hearts' content. 

An Anglo-Saxon a r riving in Buenos Aires in midsummer stands 
thunderstruck in the busy streets at midday. By and by he under¬ 
stands the climate and the people better but the siesta never becomes 
quite clear to him. There is such an utter abandonment about it. The 
picture which seems so strange to him is quite familiar to Portenos, for 
the capital of Argentina is possessed of a devil, a devil which loves to 
repair the busiest streets at the most inopportune times, so now a gang 
of Italians is at work repairing the asphalt. Crowds stream in and out 
of the stores. Argentine ladies are beautiful and charming, but they 
have no idea of the value of time to a business man. They stop in groups 
on the narrow walks to chat or look in the windows. They are jostled; 
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otherwise a man in a hurry would never get anywhere. He tries to pass 
one of them on the side nearest the wall as she stands serenely fanning 
herself, with her nurse behind her holding the baby. He dodges around 
her and trips over a man lying asleep at full length on the edge of the 
curbstone, and nearly lands under the wheels of a flying street car that 
dashes past on rails laid less chan forty inches from the gutter. The 
glorious woman in the exquisite gown does not pity him for his narrow 
escape. She glances indolently; around and murmurs to h^er maid, “Inlges 
loco,” and she is nearer the tmth than she knows, for at such a moment 
newly arrived American feels mad enough to bite a hole in barbed wire 
He glances back at the man he tripped over and sees a sight to soften 
the heart of an artist, though it makes a business man tear his hair. A 
man who resembles a bronze statue in a pink shirt, with a green scarf 
around his waist and corduroy trousers, is fast asleep in the sun. His 
soft felt hat is pushed back from his brow and his head rests on his shovel. 
Partly he keeps the shovel there for a pillow; partly to keep the universal 
bad boy from making off with it while he enjoys his siesta. The man 
may be dreaming as he lies there amid the riot of throbbing^feet and the 
whir of wheels, of some dark-eyed Napolitan maiden, but if anyone touches 
that shovel he will come out of Dreamland with a bound and his lan¬ 
guage will not be of love. All along the block the men lie, each with his 
head on his shovel or pick. Only an earthquake would disturb them, 
but unless the houses fell on them they would soon be asleep again. An 
errand boy saunters down the street with his face buried in a slice of 
watermelon. True to the instincts of his class, he looks around for devil¬ 
ment. He notices an elderly man lying prone on his back with wide- 
open mouth. The errand boy gazes reflectively into the cavern, then 
swiftly and noiselessly he pushes a couple of inches of rind between the 
lips. The effect is so plesaing he does the same to the next sleeper and 
the next. Then the scamp puts his hands to his mouth and utters the 
yell the capataz (foreman) uses to recall the gang to work. It is success¬ 
ful. Each man sits up and prepares to return to wcrk. Those who 
have the rind feel their mouths dazedly. When they discover the trick 
they say things of the errand boy’s mother that would make a female 
monkey blush, and drop down again to finish their siesta. 

As it grows later in the afternoon the crowds become denser and 
the traffic more congested till at four all vehicles are shut off from the 
fashionable shopping street Florida and pedestrians fill it from wall to 
wall. Men about town, students, clerks, ladies of fashion, girls from 
the shops, or from the Lycie followed by servants or “chinos” (little 
servant boys), everybody is here to see and be seen, the Argentine’s chief 
amusement. 

Out in the suburbs the world awakes daily from the siesta at about 
the same time. The fat senoras and their graceful dark-eyed daughters 
dress up, smear their faces with very white powder, which makes their 
dark skin look almost blue, and take their places in the doorway or bal- 
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cony. The chino trots back and forth the length of the house, from the 
kitchen with the tea-kettle of boiling water to fix mate for the senora. 
Mate is prepared from the ground leaves and twigs of the Paraguayan 
yub, a plant. Two or three tablespoonfuls are placed in a gourd with 
a bole in the side, a little sugar is added and the gourd is filled with boiling 
wateh It is then sucked up through a “bombilla” (tube with a perfo¬ 
rated end) . The mate is not individual. It is passed from hand to hand 
after replenishing it with water and sugar. The senora sits all evening 
leisurely watching the passersby and drinking innumerable mates. The 
senontas walk up and down in front of the house. At nightfall the young 
men come and stand across the street on the corner. After a month or 
a year of this one of them will perhaps, if everything is satisfactory, send 
papa to negotiate with mamma. Then he, accompanied by papa, will 
come to call. Strictly chaperoned, they will sit in the big “sala” and 
look at each other. Then they will be engaged, without a real chance 
to know each other till they are married. An Argentine mamma would 
hold up her hands in horror if she could see the way American young 
people run around together, though owing to economic conditions and 
education, Argentine women have now more liberty than ever before.

BRADLEY TEACHERS ATTEND MANY CONFERENCES. 

The annual High School Conference was held at the University of 
Illinois on November 24th and 25th, at which Mr. Bennett was one 
of the speakers. He gave an address on “The Three Typical Methods 
of Teaching the Manual Arts and the Place of Each in an Educational 
Scheme.” 

An address was also given by Mr. Siepert on December 1st at the 
tenth annual session of the South-Western Indiana Teachers’ Associa¬ 
tion, on the topic, “School versus Shop Methods.” 

A conference on Industrial Education and Manual Arts was held at 
Nashville, Tenn., on December 7th, 8th and 9th, at which both Mr. 
Siepert and Mr. Bennett were in attendance. Tnis conference was held 
at the George Peabody College, where Mr. Silvldge is Professor of In¬ 
dustrial Education. He has as his assistants two of Bradley’s gradu¬ 
ates, Mr. Warner of the class of 1912 and Mr. Lander of the class of 1910. 
All the Manual Arts Department heads from the different Teachers’ 
Training Schools, extending from the Canadian line down the central 
pa^-t of the United States as far south as the Gulf of Mexico, were present 
at this meeting. It was held under the direct-supervision of the Bureau 
of Education of the United States. 


Practice teaching at the Neighborhood House has begun, the classes 
being held in the evening, since this work is for the benefit of those who 
have left school and are employed during the day 1 . Courses are being 
offered in furniture making, and simple mechanical drawing and blue¬ 
print reading. 

Arrangements are being made by Mr. Siepert for some observa¬ 
tion work in the schools of Peoria by the Seniors. This work will begin 
as soon as a program of the classes in the various schools is received. 

Mr. Leib, of last year’s class, was a visitor at Bradley while on his 
way to the Urbana conference. He reports that the board at Monmouth 
is thinking of erecting a new building for the use of manual training and 
domestic economy classes exclusively. 

Fred Conrad has accepted a position in the schools of Cleveland 
and word has been received from Mr. Harbst, of the class of 1915, saying 
that he is thinking of accepting a pcsition there also. Mr. Harbst has 
been teaching at Cincinnati since leaving Bradley. 
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MR. BENNETT VISITS ST. LOUIS. 

A very delightful and profitable visit was made by Mr. Bennett 
at St. Louis the 16th and 17th cf last month for the purpose of making 
a study of the David Rankin Trade School and two of the high schools, 
the McKinley High School and the Grover Cleveland High School. He 
also gave a talk before the Applied Arts Section of the Rankin Trade 
School. Quite a few pictures were taken, which are to be used in a future 
article by Mr. Bennett in the Manual Training Magazine. At a dinner 
which was given he met Mr. Johnston, Mr. Nelson, Mr. Rucker, Mr. 
Harget and Mr. Hansen, all of Bradley, so that this part cf the visit took 
the form of a reunion, which was much enjoyed by all. 

Special attention was given by Mr. Bennett to the mechanical draw¬ 
ing, which is under the supervision of Mr. Arthur Nelson, of last year’s 
class. Mr. Nelson has been very successful in his work and the depart¬ 
ment seems to be well pleased with the results he is obtaining.

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HOW TO START THE ENGINE. 

Owing to the fact that the gas engine is subject to many ailments, 
especially* difficulty in starting, it has been found advisable to adopt 
some system of procedure that will overcome the majority of these diffi¬ 
culties. Following a period of scientific experiments the following table 
of suggestions h^s been adopted: 

How to Start It If Jt’s Not a Self-Commencer. 

1. Removing spark plug, empty carburetor and crank the engine. 

2. Sandpaper the fly-wheel, take off the commutator and crank the 
engine. 

3. Kick the pup, blow cigarette smoke in the priming cocks and 
crank the engine. 

4. Disconnect the transmission, reverse the spark-plugs, empty 
the gasoline tank and crank the engine. 

'5. Repeat a verse from the Koran, tie a wet towel about the cylin¬ 
der, take off the lubricators and crank the engine. 

6. Take the motor entirely apart, put it together with your fingers 
crossed, drop a quarter in the tank and crank the engine. 

7. Crank the engine suddenly without doing anything else; this 
often surprises it into running. 

8. Turning your coat inside-out, oil the exhaust, throw the gaso¬ 
line strainer overboard, stuff a cushion in the fly-wheel and crank the 
engine. 

9. Repeat the names of the prophets in Arabic, put a gum drop in 
the cylinder, write your candid opinion of all gasoline engines on the 
hood, roll up your cuffs, connect the battery with your watch chain, 
take off your neck-tie, yell any word, appropriate to the occasion, into the 
gasoline tank, and crank the engine. 

If, after carefully following these instructions, the infernal thing 
fails to start, send for a specialist. 


KEEPING UP TO THE TIMES. 

Some time ago Mr. Bennett made a visit to Anderson, Indiana, to in¬ 
spect the work being done in the schools of that city in the way of modern 
education. Prof. Emery Filby, of the University of Chicago, called the 
attention of Mr. Bennett to the progressive things that are being done there 
During Mr. Bennett's visit he found that a survey had been made of the 
industries of the city, which revealed the fact that certain kinds of schools 
and courses were needed to prepare the students for their vocations. As a 
result the school work has been based on this survey. In its relation to the 
new state law, Anderson is one of the few cities which have been looked upon 
as typical centers for the developmeit of the state-wide plan of vocational 
education. 

A very interesting account of this is given in detail by Mr. Bennett in 
an article which appears in the November issue of the Manual Training 
Magazine.

During the final rush of preparations for the banquet, 
Mrs. Jones, who had entire charge of the kitchen, was sud¬ 
denly taken seriously ill and confined to her room. Mrs. Beggs 
and Miss Mary Beeman immediately cancelled all arrangements 
for their proposed trip to St. Louis, climbed into their working 
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clothes, and by hard work carried the banquet on their shoulders 
to a successful conclusion, at the sacrifice of their own plans 
and pleasures. 

It is this little trait of unselfishness that makes our world 
what it is today; the work of these two women made it possible 
for the students of Bradley to honor the football team as they 
deserved and to go through the evening without the disappoint¬ 
ment w T hich seemed unavoidable. 


ARE YOU AN ASSET It is often said that in any group of 
OR A LIABILITY? people, all the life and success of that 

group is dependent on the efforts of 
some ten per cent or less of that group; these ten per cent are 
leaders, the other ninety per cent follow them like sheep in a 
pasture, or are dragged along by them. This means that the 
efforts of this ten per cent must balance, and then overcome 
the drag caused by the lack of effort on the part of the other 
ninety per cent; in other words, the leaders are burdened with 
over ten times their share of work and sacrifice in carrying through 
an undertaking. 

To demonstrate the point in question, let us take a few 
typical examples right here at Bradley:—In one little detail 
of the recent Athletic Banquet, the committee in charge for 
the Senior class arrangements put lists on two bulletin ^boards 
for those who were going to sign their names, with the number 
of seats they wished reserved. In all, about twenty seats were 
reserved in this way, while some seventy-five Seniors attended 
the banquet. This meant that the committee in charge, besides 
caring for the decorations and other arrangements, had to ex¬ 
ecute an individual canvass of some one hundred fifteen or twenty 
Seniors to determine what preparations to make. 

The members of the committee who did this, as well as 
those who signed their names in the specified manner are Assets 
to the Senior class; the others are liabilities. 

Another example:—In the recent opportunity to contribute 
to the aid of war prisoners in Europe, the committee found 
many cards made out in an absolutely senseless fashion, and 
several more that had been forged in some other student’s name, 
the object being a practical joke on the victim. This increased 
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the work of the committee in charge of collection by some two 
or three hundred per cent. 

In case a person did not care to contribute, it was per¬ 
fectly permissable to turn in a blank card, but in the mind of 
the writer, those whose sense of humor told them to fill out 
the cards as many were, are certainly a liability to the insti¬ 
tution. 

These are only two of the many such examples which could 
be cited to illustrate the point at issue, but they are sufficient 
to prove the accusation that the honest efforts of the small 
minority are increased a hundred-fold by the supreme indiffer¬ 
ence and insincerity of the vast majority. The writer does not 
wish to offer a cure-all for this fault, but does want to offer a 
few suggestions:— 

Be loyal. When you have an opportunity to boost, throw 
away your little hammer and put your shoulder to the wheel. 
This is the only way a team can put over a winning goal. 

Be observing. Keep your eyes on the newspapers and the 
bulletin boards, and your ears open for announcements and 
yoh will find many new ways to fill your hours of leisure with 
pleasant occupations. 

Above all, be sincere. Go into a thing for all the honest 
fun there is in, but go in primarily to make good. Leave out 
some of the nonsense, such as foolish prefixes and suffixes to 
names placed on the bulletin boards for a definite purpose. If 
you don’t care to boost that purpose, leave it alone, but don’t 
stick your fingers in the pie. 

By a little care and discretion on the part of the ninety 
per cent, the labors of the ten per cent can be more than cut 
in two. If every man would keep these few simple points in 
mind, there would be greater assets and fewer liabilities in our 
world today. 


WE WANT A few years ago the writer, while in the 

CLEAN TOWELS men’s wash room in Bradley Hall, heard 

a well known mathematics instructor, 
who had just washed his hands, say, “These towels are abom¬ 
inable. I wish we could have clean ones.’’ 
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The writer, with dripping hands, went direct to the office 
of his dean, was referred to the Director, then referred to the 
janitor, who finally gave him a clean towel. But his efforts 
other than the temporary relief, had no lasting effect. As before, 
the men's wash room gets two, and only two roller towels each 
morning, except when the janitor occasionally forgets. We 
get only two towels a day for some two or three hundred men to 
dry their faces and hands on. By Chapel time, it is a risk to 
touch them to the face; by noon we shut our eyes while we dry 
our hands, and by afternoon, it would be shameful to scrub the 
floor with them. 

No other wash room in the school has such poor accommo¬ 
dations. The shops in two wash rooms have half a dozen clean 
towels each day, while another has paper towels. The gym¬ 
nasium furnishes individual Turkish towels to each man, not 
once but as often as he goes on the floor. A common habit 
among certain classes of men is to wipe off their face with their 
sleeves, and their hands on their trousers. This method has 
certain objections, but is quite as sanitary as sharing two towels 
with three hundred other men, as we are forced to do. 

We do not ask for individual towels in the wash room, but 
if we are going to have any towels at all, let them be kept clean.

Academy with Schmidt and Hatch against Peoria High in 1915, has again 
entered debating, and has been chosen on the squad. 

Harry Gebhardt, well known to many, and one of the most logical 
reasoners in the school, has tried out for the second time, and reached 
his goal. 

Ralph Scott and Orwood Campbell, two members of the Manual 
High team of last year which defeated Bradley Academy, add great 
strength to our squad. 
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Henry Doubet, John Roberts and Seldon Myers are three new men 
to debating, but are all thoughtful workers, with the ability to think 
clearly and address the audience convincingly. 

The only two college debaters from last year are Marshall Field and 
Brainard Hatch, who, in spite of the press of other duties, have again 
consented to work for their school. 

Mention should be made here of the efforts of Miss Margaret Burner 
and Messrs. Hern, Martin and Packard, who made very creditable show¬ 
ings in their try-cuts. Miss Burner, by the way, is the first girl to try 
out for a Bradley debating team in some six or seven years.

It is planned to hold the college 
debates in February or early March, before spring fever and plans for 
the summer vacation attack the squad. 

Great interest is attached to the plans now being formulated by 
Coach Collins to give each member of the aquad extra credits for the 
work done in debating, which can be applied as outside credits upon 
entrance to another college or university. The idea of receiving these 
extra credits will serve to encourage many to try for the team, who other¬ 
wise could not afford the time. Mr. Collins is looking forward to many 
interesting meetings with his squad during the next few months. 


ACADEMY TRY-OUTS, DECEMBER 12TH. 

To date, more Academy students have signified that they would 
make a try for the debating squad than in any former year. About 
twelve have already agreed to work for the team, with others still unde¬ 
cided.

Exchanges

Although we have many exchanges at hand which are deserving of 
comment it seemed more advantageous to devote most of the space to 
the discussion of jokes and joke departments without continual reference 
to particular publications. We feel assured that, in the following con¬ 
tributions, there are many suggestions which can be put into practical 
service by any enterprising editor of a joke department. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF A JOKE DEPARTMENT TO A COLLEGE 

PAPER. 

The question has been asked, “Should a College Paper contain a 
joke department?” This does not seem an absolutely essential part of a 
college paper, and to demonstrate this fact we would point to some very 
creditable examples found in our own library, “The Maroon and White,” 
and “The Lombard Review,” which omit this department. 

There is, however, much that may be said in favor of a joke depart¬ 
ment. Among the academy students attending Bradley, there are many * 

who are not holding school offices or taking any direct part in the school’s 
activities. We find that the mere mention in the paper of such a student’s 
name creates in him a deeper interest in the paper and even in the school 
itself. This is only natural as everyone enjoys a little distinction and 
pleasant notoriety. 

We think the jokes printed in a school paper should be confined to the 
humorous incidents directly connected with .that school, and its life. 

The paper deteriorates if, upon reading a recent issue we find jokes pre¬ 
viously printed in the last month’s issue of The Ladies Home Journal, 

Life, or similar magazines. It seems as though in a school of our size, 
and in a paper published only once a month that an active, live editor could 
obtain plenty of material without any outside help. 

An important factor in the success of such a department is the char¬ 
acter of the student in charge. He should be a person who will conduct 
the work in a lively manner, but kindly, and who will see that only those 
jokes are related that are truly funny and permit of publication. On the 
other hand, the students need to have a kindly feeling for the joke editors, 
and to learn to laugh at a joke upon themselves as well as upon their 
neighbors. 

A paper with some funny, interesting stories is also of more value to a 
reader who is not a member of the school. Much of the matter found in 
a college paper is unintelligible to outsiders, but a perfect stranger will 
enjoy a good joke and be interested in the humorous stories related. 
Besides, college life, has never been considered as a place of dignity and 
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learning alone, but always as connected with youth and merriment and a 
paper which does not show this shows only a part of the college atmosphere. 
Hence we consider a joke department, although not an absolutely essen¬

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INTERNATIONAL INTERESTS IN HOME ECONOMICS. 

By Benjamin R. Andrews, Chairman, International Committee on 
Home Economics, Teachers’ College, New York City. 

The International Committee on Home Economics of the American 
Home Economics Association presented a report of progress at the Cornell 
meeting. The International Committee was appointed in response to the 
request of Home Economics teachers’ meeting in New York in May, 1915, 
that the Association provide an agency to encourage the introduction of 
Home Economics into schools and colleges in foreign countries, especially 
among American teachers in the world-wide progress of Home Economics 
as an international factor. Some of the committee’s work is suggested 
here. 

The Canton Christian College of China which is regarded as doing 
some of the soundest educational work in China is interested in the or¬ 
ganization of a Home Economics department. This college has on its 
staff Miss Lui, a graduate of Vassar and of Columbia, who has organized 
its first girls' high school class of a dozen girls, graduates of the College 
elementary school, who will become its first college class. Miss Lui’s 
work is supported by Vassar students and alumnae. As the women's 
work develops it is intended to add an American young woman teacher 
of Home Economics. At the Canton College there has been held for 
several years a summer school of household economics which has been 
taught by American women teachers and the wives of the faculty members 
of the college.

Bradley Institute handed Illinois Wesleyan a beating by a 14 to 6 
count. The victory was earned only after a desperate battle and two 
flashes of sharp offensive form, one in the first period and the other in the 
last quarter netted the two touchdowns. 

Wesleyan put up a much gamer fight than had been anticipated on 
the bluff. With Ivan Tefft, a former Bradley boy leading their attack 
in the first half they played the Martin crew to a standstill. Tefft was 
injured in the third quarter and forced to retire. Captain McFarland 
made a great effort to rally his men, but it was impossible the way the Red 
and White was going. 

Over 150 rooters from the Methodist school journeyed here to back 
their team. The crowd was hardly up to expectations, however, despite 
the fact that it was the largest of the season. A Bradley clown band made 
things lively between halves, but the great fight waged'out over the chalk 
marks kept the throngs thrilled most of the afternoon. 

An innovation was sprung by the Horologs when twenty-four of the 
boys garbed in bath robe attire, and headed by a large nanny-goat showed 
more pep than has been seen at Bradley for a long time.

Captain McFarland, Sterling and Tefft led in the work for Wesleyan.

Reynolds was everywhere for Bradley. At times the visitors were able 
to stop him with only short gains, but a long run in the first period follow¬ 
ed by a line plunge by Stewart gave Bradley the first score.

BRADLEY IN GREAT GAME WALLOPS OVER-CONFIDENT EUREKA 

Outsmashing and outgeneralling her opppnents Bradley for the 
’steenth time was successful in winning her banquet day game this time 
by walloping Eureka College, 6-0. 

It was before the largest crowd that ever witnessed a Bradley football 
game that Coach Martin’s proteges played the game of their young lives. 
The eleven men played as one and at no time was the red and white goal 
line in danger. 

The Eureka crew was followed to this city by a band and 150 rooters 
who did their best to disconcert the hilltoppers and their followers. But 
it was to no avail, the Bluff coherents were in their element and the stunts 
pulled off by the Horologs were typical of the spirit at present prevalent 
in that school. The players were ever so cool and so well directed was 
the attack of the red and white that the work of no one man shown out 
over the field as did that of Jensen for the visitors over his own men as 
he was the entire backfield as far as gaining ground was concerned. 

Throughout the entire first half the ball was constantly within the 
danger zone of Eureka and to a smaller degree the same was true of the 
second half. Three times Robinson fell back with the ball on or near the 
twenty yard line and as many times did he fail, not because the line was 
allowing men to seep through as it held like steel, but the turf was far 
too slippery for any such kicking. 

It was in this half that with the ball on the 15 yard line Reynolds 
enacted a perfect pass which both Kline and Martin attempted to catch 
and which they apparently did but the officials ruled that between them 
the two men had made an uncompleted pass.

The de¬ 
fensive play put up by Daily upon his entrance into the game was great. 
Time and again Jensen was heading for a long run when Daily nailed him. 

It was the red and white line which spilled the beans for the Wood¬ 
ford county boys. Neff and Herdrick were in there on every play. The 
ball put up by Ewalt and Chadwick though not of the kind that is easily 
seen was classy and no small credit must be placed upon the shoulders of 
Martin and Kline in busting interference and getting the man. 

“Shorty” Zuckweiler achieved the only permanent honors of the game 
when he had his nose broken on the last play of the game. 

Saturday night saw Bradley Institute open her arms to the football 
men with a monster banquet and dance. 


FOOTBALL TEAM SELECTS LEADER FOR 1917 CAMPAIGN. 

C. A. Stewart was elected by the football squad of this past season 
to lead the team next year.
